Bra zos county was organized 
about the year 1841. 
Until this 
time it had been called Navasota 
county. 
Of the 150 acres given 
for the county seat of Booneville, 
ten acres on lot No. I was set aside 
for a graveyard, and to this was 
subsequently added 
three more 
acres, making thirteen acres in all. 
The census report shows the 
population of Brazos county in 
1850 to have been 614. 
The pop­ 
ulation in 1900 was 18,859; though 
this is said to fall below the num­ 
ber of a rightful enumeration. 
In strolling through 
the old 
cemetery recently, I, a mere “ look 
er on in Venice,” was painfully 
struck with the desolate and dose 
crated look of the grounds. 
The 
lots are all surrounded by an alley 
four feet wide, and the drive sur 
rounding the entire 
ground 
thirty feet wide; and all the ave 
nues are twenty-one feet wide ex 
cept the one between blocks I and 
II, and the one between blocks 
and IX, which could not be made 
wider than 16 feet without dis 
turbing graves already made. The 
county road running along one 
side of the cemetery is in such an 
impassable condition that it en 
croaches within the limits of the 
cemetery, and even passes 
over 
some of the graves. 
Borne of the lots are enclosed 
with wooden fences, and some are 
in an iron fenced enclosure; many 
of the wooden fences have been de 
stroyed, and others are tumbling 
down. 
A strong fence or wall is 
needed around the entire cemetery. 
Barring a few 
well 
enclosed! 
plots, cattle run at will through 
the rest of the cemetery, and va 
grant cows, errant mu'es 
and 
horses are really the sextons of the 
place, for they keep 
down the 
weeds, even if they do trample the 


it over to the keeping of cows and 
mules, and the only sound heard 
there is the tramp of grazing cat­ 
tle, the tinkle of a passing cowbell! 
The very bees disdain this un­ 
do wel ed Jjpot! 
As one looks around the unen­ 
closed graves, what a rush of our 
own thoughts and the thoughts of 
others sweep over us !

as previous to dismissal of the first ve­ 
nire. 
A motion was also filed objecting to 
the panel on the same grounds and ad­ 
ding that the defense 
had 
exhausted 
Its premptory ch allen ge and the jury 
was still partisan. 
Both motions were 
overruled. 
A special p!**a of pardon was then 
entered, the argument, being the same 
as before in the plea in abatement 
that the jjtirdon issued by W. S. Tay­ 
lor, whenkhe was governor, to Powers 
w as valid. 
The commonwealth began 
attacking the evidence In the trial of 
Caleb Powers. 
Physicians gave repl­ 
etion of evidence In former trials as 
did civil engineer Woodson who was on 
the stand for fifty minutes, identify­ 
ing the charts of state* buildings and 
grounds.
